LAST WEEK'S SPLENDID RECORD!

The paHt week has beon rather
eventful in a miniug way.

The year's work was roundod up
by the Htookholdors of the Ken
tuoky Fluor Spar company, and a
gunerous dividend deolared and
paid. The annual meeting was
held on Wednesday, and all of the
capital steak was represented.
There were present MrThomas D.
Jones, of Chicago, representing
about one half of the stock, and
MetJira. Maxwell, Blue, Nunn and
Watkins, of Marion, owning tho
balance. Some transfers of tho
took were made a few weoks ago,

the prioe paid being $135 per
share, or $35 premium.

It was anticipated that a 35 per
cent, dividend would be deolared
on this, the lirst year of the exist-

ence of the consolidated compa-nio- u.

It was stated that but ten
per cent, was deolared, owing to
the addition during tho year of a

rsry complete separating plant at
the oompauysworks jn Marion
wbiolt probably oost very nearly
the differenoe. The oompany's
many mines are well provided with
raaohinery and everything points
to a still greater suocess for the
ensuing year.

On the same day the first anm-a- l
meeting of the Columbia Min-

ing oompany was held in this oity.
Messrs Porter, Johnson and Hud-

son, of Paris, Teun.; Mr. Overby,
of Paducah; Mr. Harry Watkins,
o( Marion, and one or two North-
ern holders of stook participated
in tlio meeting. A visit was made
to the Columbin mine, whore tho
large separating plant is boing
constructed. The probabilities
are that this mill will be in active
operation within the nevt 10

days.

The highest price reported paid
for zino ore in the Joplin district
last week was $10 par ton, and the
assay basis ranged from $35 to
$37.50 per ton, according to tho
quality of the ore. A year ago the
highest price was $35 por ton.
Some little competition was ush-

ered into the load market, aud a

fow lots Bold at .a apeoial prioe;
lead sold generally at $54 por ton,
but there woro a fow instances
where a higher prioe wus paid, an-

other buyer having droppod into
tho market who took several lots
at an advanoo, A yoar ago the
prioe of lead was $-1- 5 a ton,

Tho total zino bales, 4191 tons
was perhaps about tho equnlof tho
output, though some o' tho buyois
are of tho opinion that tho rosorvo
i9 a little highor than a wook ago.
If thoro is any unsold oro in tho
district it is hard to Hud.

The district valuo of tho output
during the past wook was $103,-29- 1.

The Hendorson Syndicate,
Messrs, David Clark, Charles Dal-

lam and Louis Baldauf, have un-

of zino on their Fanner
property adjoining Blue & Nunn's
"Old Jim" mine.

For nearly two years Mr. Clark
has given more or leis of his time

to prospeoting this land, as well as
considerable of a tract of land
known as the Thomas farm, both
of which are owned by these gen-

tlemen.
Last fall two trenches were out,

and a space left untouched a few
feet in extent between them. Oyer
this one of the members of the
United States Geological Survey
made the statement that there was
no use prospeoting for carbonate
there. At a depth of about fifteen
inches underneath where be then
stood the vein of carbonate was
uncovered on last Thursday. The
ore is of a fine quality and there
seems to be a large body of it.
